Sparks From Fr. Mark 

Prayer Corner 

The last month or so, I have been writing in 
this spark's column about whole community 
catechesis or intergenerational faith 
formation. I hope that you have a greater 


understanding of what intergenerational faith 
formation is all about and how this approach 
to faith formation can shape and form us in 
our Catholic identity in a new way. 

This approach to faith formation moves us out 
of a classroom model into a model that is 
about catechizing the whole family in which 
parents are called to be the primary educators 
of the children in the ways of faith. We are 
asking parents to take a more active role in the 
formation of the faith in their lives of their 
children. 

This past Tuesday, I was at that the 
Presbyterate council meeting at St. Joseph's 
and in Faith. Again, Bishop Cupich reminded 
all of us that by the year 2010 he would like 
all of the parishes to be up and running in the 
whole community catechesis or 
intergenerational model of faith formation. 
Again, doing away with the classroom model 
in which most of us have experienced as a 
way our faith has been handed on to us. 
However, in reading the signs of the times, the 
classroom approach to faith formation is no 
longer working. We must have the courage 
and strength to look at new ways of passing 
on our Catholic identity to the next 
generation. 

This change for many will not be easy, but in 
the end, I agree with the Bishop Cupich, we 
will have a greater understanding of what it 
means to be Catholic and how we live out our 
lives with this Catholic imagination if we 
work at catechizing the whole family. 

So far, we have not heard much feedback 
from the parish community. I encourage you 
to visit with us Charlotte, Teresa, Sister Joan, 
or myself about this intergenerational faith 
formation model.

Scripture 

•Thus says the LORD God of Israel: ‘I 
anointed you king of Israel....’ (2 Samuel 
12:7) 

•Blessed the man to whom the LORD imputes 
not guilt, in whose spirit there is no guile. 
(Psalm 32:2) 

•I have been crucified with Christ; yet I live, 
no longer I, but Christ lives in me; insofar as I 
now live in the flesh. I live by faith in the Son 
of God (Galatians 2:19,20) 
•He said to her, “Your sins are forgiven.” The 
others at table said to themselves, “Who is 
this who even forgives sins?” (Luke 7:48,9) 

Reflection 

•How are you crucified with Christ? 
•How are you able to live without guile 
(deceit)? 

•How is Jesus able to forgive sin? 
•What does this mean: “as now I live in the 
flesh, I live by faith in the Son of God”? 

It would be easy to assume that Francis 
recalled the suffering Christ out of guilt for 
past sins, but this would be a narrow 
interpretation. Francis had discovered the 
infinite possibilities of love and wanted to 
remain awake to the spirit of Christ that 
flowed through his being and through the 
world. From Francis all things begin and end 
in Christ. He saw the light shine from human 
faces and embraced a sacramental universe. 
He never felt alone because he trusted that 
Jesus walked at his side and was a source of 
divine guidance within. Is it any wonder that 
he sang praise with his companion and called 
all nature to praise Jesus? His participation in 
the infinite stream of love made him a 
mouthpiece for divine energy throughout the 
world.
